A SAD CASE. 


As sad a case as ever happened in our 
midst occurred last week. Two brothers 
found almost linked together in deaths 
fatal grip. Last Thursday H. Bass report- 
ed to the police, and said he wished them 
to go to the hut occupied by the Smith 
brothers on Sucker Island, as he had been 
there and found the door and windows 
securely fastened,and on looking through the 
window it appeared to him as if both men 
were lying dead. D:. McInnis, coronor, 


was sent for and with the police found the 
house, and that the report of Mr. Bass was 
only two true. An entrance was forced, 
the door being fastened with a bolt, and the 
windows were securely nailed. The doctor 
on entering found the two men lying in bed 
side by side, in their Jast sleep. On investi- 
gestion the coroner considered it unneces- 
sary to hold an inquest, his verdict was, 
that death resulted from disease. The 
following notes show that the deceaseds had 
been suffering for some time, and their 
touching appeals for help indicate, they 
tried hard to get as far as the trail. The 
notes left show that both of the men were 
in a pitable condition asthe first three are 
si by D. Smith and the last dated 4th 
March, by R. J. Smith. Written on the 
door in pencil was ‘I'll try and make the 
trail if I.” The first note not dated, but 
the coroners opinion is that it was written 
about the 15th February. ‘‘ Any person 
will be doing a kindness by driving a sick 
man up to the Fort will be paid whatever 
it is worth, by tollowing this trail down it 
will lead you to the place. It’s not over a 
mile, house at the head of the Island.” 
signed D. Smith. Another note not dated 
says: ** Anyone who will drive a sick man 
up to the Fort will be paid whatever it is 
worth, by following the trail to the river it 
will lead you to the place, it’s not a mile. 
You can drive down about half way ,”signed 
D. Smith. The next note dated February 
28th, 1895, and headed. Notice. ‘‘ Flour, 
money or gold will be paid to anyone who 
will drive a sick man up to the Fort, follow 
this trail down the river, it will lead you to 
the house at the head of the island, it is not 
quite a mile, you can drive down over half 
way,” signed D. Smith. Another note was 
found fastend toa board in the house be- 
hind the door, dated March 4th, 1895. 
“Would any person passing come down 
right away for God’s sake and give us help 
for our legs are badly swollen from eating 
rabbits and we can hardly leave hed Will 
pay money, gold or flour toanyone who 
will lend us assistance, do not let anything 
stop you from coming down as we will pay 
all expenses. By following this trail right 
down to the river it will lead you to the 
house at the head of Island,” signed R. J. 
Smith. 
In the house there was found a good 
supply ot everything. The deceased men 
came here last sammer from Calgary. They 
built the house they were found in last 
August and had been washing gold in the 
fall and hunting during the winter.

The Winchester Repeating Arms Com- 
pany, last week shipped 12,000,000 cart- 
ridges to the Chines government.

It may be taken forgranted that the Gov- 
ernment has definitely decided to aid the 
building of the Hudson’s Bay railway and 
that the aid will be of such a substantial 
character as will ensure the commencement 
of operations at an early date. 

Sir William Van Horne, in an interview, 
is reported as saying :, ‘* As to the question 
of the dividend, the board only acted the 
part of prudence in holding on to all their 
resources and taking no chances.” Then 
allow us to ask Sir William what became of 
that special resource of $4,000,000 placed 
on deposit with the company’s bankers, for 
the sole purpose of meeting any possible 
deficiency and maintaining dividends on the 
ordinary stock ? 

Considerable has been said throughout 
the Northwest and especially by those liv- 
ing in proximity to the boundary line and 
Indian reserves, regarding the governments 
action in reducing ,the N. W. M. Police. 
When it is considered how law and_ order 
has been maintained in the Canadian North- 
west compared to the Wester States, there 
can be no doubt but that it was altogether 
due to the mounted police. Too much 
praise cannot be given them. 

Lady Aberdeen speaking at the Women’s 
Council in Washington, U. S., said: ‘“‘The 
women who have taken up this work are 
those who believe implicitly that home is 
woman's mission. hey are those who 
have learned by experience that self sacrifice 
is the most glorious crown of human work. 
There are difficulties in the way of this 
work. Misunderstandings will and mis- 
takes will be made beth on to the perfec- 
tion and the imperfections of those who 
merely stand by and criticize, but in the 
light of our already wonderful experience, we

Asa result, Volney 
Ashford is on trial for treason, and his 
brother Clarence is in danger of passing 
through the sameexperience. The Ashfords 
have held high office in Hawaii, Volney 
having had command of the forces and 
Clarence having been Attorney-General. 
They were both born near Port Hope, and 
in that town they were educated. Their 
mother now lives at Thorold.
